NEW YoTxK, May 3.—The Geograph- 


ical club of Philadelphia has completed 
the plans for the forthcoming expedi- 
tion organized to effect the return of 
Lieut. Peary and his party to> the 
United States. The expedition was ar- 
ranged for by Lieut. Peary before he 
started on his present venture, and the 
funds necessary for^charteringr the ves- 
sel were, in the main, supplied by him. 
The command of the expedition lias 
been turned over to Mr. Henry G. Bry- 
ant, the recording secretary of the-geo- 
praphical club. 


The party will leave New York about 


June 24 for St. Johns. 
From that port 


they will sail north on or about July 4. 
The first stop will be made at God- 
haven, on Disco island. Continuing 
north, Slelville bay will.be crossed and 
a brief visit will be made to the settle- 
ment of primitive Eskimos, near Cape 
York. Then a direct run will be made 
to the Peary headquarters at Bowdoin 
bay. in Inglefield gulf, in latitude 77 
cleg. 4S min., which point it is hoped 
will be reached by July 25. 


Lieut. Peary and the members of his 


inland party-will not return from their 
long sledge journey to the north until 
August; but it is deemed advisable to 
acquaint the members of tlie party at 
Anniversary Lodge, in Bowdoin bay, 
o£ the presence of the Falcon, and at 
the same time deliver the mail and gain 
assurance of the safety of all hands. 


If the conditions are favorable, the 


plans of the auxiliary expedition con- 
template an examination of the Baflin 
buy shore of Ellesmere land, with a 
view to looking for records of the two 
ill-fated Swedish naturalists, Bjorling- 
and Kallsteuius, whose schooner was 
wrecked on the Carey islands in the 
summer of 1803, and who left a rnes- 
suge on these islands, which was re- 
covered by a Scotch whaler in October 
of last year, saying that they proposed 
to seek refuge among the Eskimos of 
Ellesmere land. 


The auxiliary party will not exceed 


seven in number, 
It is known that 


Dr. Axel Ohlin, a Swedish scientific 
man; deputed by the friends of Bjorling 
and Kallstenius in Sweden to partici- 
pate in the search for the young ad- 
venturers, will be a member of the 
party.

one A. P. A. was better than eight 
Catholic priests, and that he was cer- 
tain that Bidwell would not be con- 
victed. 


Hood was examined, and admitted to 


having talked about the case, but de- 
nied having made the remarks charged. 
He testified, however, that he did say 
that an A. P. A. was as good as a Cath- 
olic priest or any other man. 


Judge O'Rourke"reprimanded Juror 


Hood severely, and, dismissing the 
jury, continued the case until the next 
term of court

premises. 


Mr. Outhwaite (Dem., O.) suggested 


that the resolution presented 110 ques- 
tion of privilege. 


In support of his contention that it. 


was a matter of privilege, Mr. Johnson 
said that in the sight of members of 
the house, within the shadow of the 
capitol, citizens were cruelly* and un- 
necessarily beaten, and he asked that 
it be investigated, believing that the 
whole proceedings directly and vital- 
ly affected the dignity of the house. 
It was disgraceful, he said, that such a 
thing could occur. 
In presenting the 


resolution, Mr. Johnson said he was 
not moved by any sympathy with the 
purposes or aims of the .Coxey army. ' 


The speaker asked how that present- 


ed a question of privilege. Those pec- 
pie were violating the law.

An interesting and to a certain ex- 


tent instructive statement has just iip- 
jeared showing what a reckless waste 
of life is ffoinp on among us all the 
,Ime, says De'morest's Magazine. 
The 


number of deaths from causes prevent- 
able by means now well known to 
science is shown to constitute almost 
ihe entire death list of one of the 
eading cities of the country, where, 
after a death rate of 007, there were 
only twenty-five deaths recorded from 
old age. Seventeen of these deaths oc- 
curcd from typhoid fever, a disease 
which should never exist in a, civilized 
country. In tho French and German 
armies, where a modern system of 
treatment prevails, only one typhoid 
patient in fifty dies. 


Pulmonary diseases carry off 240 per- 


sons on this list, and yet.it, is asserted 
that even in cases where children in- 
iierit a tendency to consumption there 
is no heed for it to develop if proper 
precautions are taken in time regard- 
ing exercise, breathing ,and habits. 
Stomach troubles claim 155 more vic- 
tims, and are attributable entirely to 
carelessness in eating and drinking—a 
proper regulation of diet, as it is 
claimed, being all that would be neces- 
sary to prevent every one of them. 
This reduces the death rate from a lit- 
tle over 10 to about 5 per cent., and, 
with the natural aridition to the length 
of those lives reported to have been 
lost through old age, would probably 
bring up the average sum of human 
years to 175 or even higher. 


The fact is that few of the latest dis- 


coveries of science are utilized-to ben- 
efit humanity. 
People seldom call 


upon the doctors until their condition 
has become chronic, and then, to save 
expense, they rarely undergo thorough 
treatment. Then, again, we go on eat- 
ing and drinking what \vc know is the 
last thing1 we should think of putting 
into our stomachs, in utter .disregard 
of the laws of diet. We habitually drink 
water that is often as certain a poison 
as strychnine or alcohol: we live under 
sanitary conditions which render per- 
fect health an impossibility, and. last- 
ly, we load onr lives with burdens 
which, while assisting in no way to 
our betterment, sap the very roots of 
onr existence and make life a melan- 
choly pilgrimage. Who shall rear a 
temple to the goddess Hygea and make 
Sfethoselahs as common as roses in 
June?

for more extended description of other 
enterpri^as that Mr. Hard proposes to 
tax. 
Hut it seems to be legitimate at 


this time to protest against'Mr. Hard's 
inclusion of theatres in his arbitrary 
category with "dance halls, billurd 
and pool rooms, bowling alleys, race 
tracks and pawn brokers. The theatre, 
an institution for the education and en- 
tertainment of the public, has no more 
place in such adescriptive dragnet than 
has the church, or a celebration of the 
Fourth of July. 


It is astonishing that even the mis- 


haps of politics should make such casual 
"statesmanship" as that disclosed by 
Mr. Hard in this proposition possible. 
The time for levying exemplary penal- 
ties upon the theatre has passed, and' 
any mini temporarily in a legislative 
place who can seriously class the the- 
atre with billard and pool rooms, bowl- 
ing alleys and race trucks, ,onght to be 
relegated to private life."

It was half full 
of lizards, and pieces of clay, and bits 
of rocks and bugs, and the Indians 
gazed at the assortment in amaze- 
ment. Just then the professor caught 
sight of a peculiar bug, which he cap- 
tured, and began to study with a mag- 
nifying glass. That settled it. The 
chief took him by the hand, led him to 
a hill close by, and, pointing to the 
troops in the 
valley, said 
kindly;
